The Warren boro ugh council heard 
much talking and did a large share 
of it as th e December meeting 
meandered through sewers that are 
lacking, parking that isn’t, andtaxes 
that won’t be. It then heard bids on a 
truck it didn’t buy. And the burgess 
resigned, the lucky fellow. 
The resolution to act on an earned 
income tax ordinance was rescinded 
and the finance committee was given 
permission to seek advice out side of 
its solicitor concerning economic 
methods of collecting such a tax. 
Solicitor Harper had proposed an 
ordinance which would have cost a 
large amount for collecting the earn­ 
ed income tax. He said there was no 
other legal way. The committee 
wants to be sure. 
Councilman Carbon objected. He 
saw no reason for a resolution when 
council had a solicitor who could 
do the investigating at the request 
of the finance committee. He won­ 
dered if the solicitor would agree 
if the committee found another way. 
Finance Chairman Torrance said 
his committee would make the in­ 
quiries with the help of the solici­ 
tor and the sources would include 
the state borough association and 
the Internal Revenue Department.

PROTEST STAGNANT POOLS 
A large delegation was present 
to protest the Jackson st. parking 
regulation which limited parking to 
the north side. Since the widening 
project was completed there has 
been a thirty-inch retaining wall 
erected on the north side, making 
it impossible for doors to be opened 
on the curb side and thus creating 
a hazardous s i t u a t i o n . Council 
changed the ordinance to allow park­ 
ing on the south side only. 
The residents of Jackson ave. 
also objected to temporary wooden 
steps built up the steep bank. They 
were promised corrective changes. 
Tenth Ward residents presented a 
petition protesting the practice of 
emptying sewage into the old mill- 
race along the Conewango ave., from 
West to Fifth. 
It results in open 
pools and an unhealthy situation 
since fill has shut off the flow of 
the millrace. The public works com­ 
mittee has it.

MORE PARKING TROUBLE 
East Pennsylvania merchants are 
not happy about the restrictions 
against parking on the south side 
of that avenue. They said so in three 
petitions and council will study the 
problem. 


The parking meter ordinance was 
amended to allow a variety of park­ 
ing times in the business section, 
including three special com er spots 
for 15 minutes per nickel. 
Many 
will be five cents for a half hour 
and ten cents for an hour. And 
there will be progressive meters 
giving twelve minutes for each pen­ 
ny deposited.

A. Miller was reappointed to the 
board of adjustment for three years. 


BURGESS RESIGNS 
The resignation of Burgess Wil­ 
liam E. Rice was accepted and a 
successor will be named at the 
January 4 organization meetings Mr. 
Rice in his resignation explained 
that his new office of county treas­ 
urer and his present one as burgess 
of Warren might be legally compati­ 
ble, but that it is his personal 
feeling that the best interests of the 
two political sub-divisions would not 
be served He regretted the ter­ 
mination of eighteen years in the 
borough government and the pleas­ 
ant associations therein. 
One of the names most mentioned 
by those considering a successor 
is William Fuellhart who is well 
known for his excellent leadership 
in the civilian defense service.

The Warren County Commission­ 
ers received a check for $437.97 
from the Warren County Probation 
Association this week in the Judge’s 
Chambers of the Court House. 
The check was delivered by E. C. 
Rasmussen, treasurer of the Pro­ 
bation Association, who stated that 
it represented interest earned by the 
Association’s 
Permanent Endow­ 
ment Fund d u r i n g the first six 
months of this year, and was paid 
to Warren County in fulfillment of 
the corporate purposes of theAsso- 
ciation, to help maintain and im ­ 
prove the probation system for ju­ 
veniles. 
The creation of this Fund, and 
the payment of the interest to W ar­ 
ren County, encouraged the employ ­ 
ment of a probation officer for boys. 
Mr. Rasmussen reported that the 
present balance in the Endowment 
Fund is $25,156.54. The Fund is 
held by The Warren Foundation, 
Inc., and kept invested as a trust 
fund. 
The Warren Foundation is 
a trust organized and patterned after 
the Mellon Foundation of P itts­ 
burgh. It holds various funds which 
have been given for like charitable 
enterprises, such as the Crippled 
Children’s Committee, to keep the 
monies invested and return the in­ 
terest as directed by the donor. 
The Treasurer’s report showed 
that the Permanent Endowment Fund 
of the Warren County Probation 
Association has been built up by 
five campaigns conducted by mem­ 
bers of the Warren Rotary Club. 
This local service club sponsored 
the project in 1954 and has raised 
$5,000 each year through solicita­ 
tions by the membership. 
The 
project was originally set up for 
five annual campaigns but the Board 
of Directors has authorized its con­ 
tinuation in view of the long term 
goal of the Association, and there­ 
fore annual campaigns will be con­ 
ducted by the membership of the 
Warren Rotary Club. 
The eventual use of an enlarged 
Endowment of the Probation Asso­ 
ciation is to assist the County of­ 
ficials in establishing a Farm Home 
for juveniles in the County where 
they can be sent in lieu of train­ 


ing schools. 
Mr. Rasmussen also tol d the 
County Commissioners that an ad­ 
ditional $1,200.00, the final monies 
donated in the 1958-59 campaign, 
would soon be turned over to The 
Warren Foundation to be added to 
the Permanent Endowment Fund. 
This will increase the annual in­ 
terest to be paid to the County under 
the currently effective resolution of 


the Warren County Probation Asso-_ 
ciation. 
Mr. Rasmussen also stated that 
some local groups, Parent-Teacher 
Associations, and individuals, have 
already contributed to the Sixth 
Campaign, 
1959-60, so that this 
campaign will start with a balance 
of $120.00 before the members of 
the Warren Rotary Club are asked 
to solicit donations. 
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KINZUA DAM EFFECTS 
With 
the government spending 
money for land in the Kinzua area 
and showing other tangible signs of 
doing something very definite about 
constructing the dam, the talk of 
preparations for such an eventuality 
should now cease to be casual chat­ 
ter. It is time not only for planning 
but for action. 
The labor force for this dam is 
expected to number about 450. About 
360 of these will be provided by 
Warren, Kane, Bradford, and other 
neighboring towns and their rural 
areas. The remaining ninety will 
come in from other parts. 
Of these about fifty will have fam­ 
ilies and will be looking for housing 
The others will live in trailers or 
rooms. It can be expected that some 
of the 360 who are from the s u r­ 
rounding area may want to stay 
near the dam during the week and 
return home for the week ends. 
This does not offer much of a 
problem but it does suggest that we 


should be looking for fifty homes 
r apartments. And it also suggests 
that much of this money will be spent 
right in our own stores, stations, 
restaurants, and other cash register 
ocations. 
Over $75 million will be spent for 
labor. This will be spread over about 
five years, w hich suggests we should 
enjoy a major share of the $ 15 m il­ 
lion per year in wages. It certainly 
should not hurt the economy, and 
would be worth the salaries of the 
two or three extra policemen about 
whom some have talked so much. 
Small investment for a $ 15 million 
take. 
The millions will keep right on 
coming if we do something about it 
now. In fact they will come no m at­ 
te r what we do, but it would be wise 
to control their expenditure. The 
dam will make a cleaner river, a 
safer river, and a more useable 
stream . That means people, and 
they spend millions! 
If our Chamber of Commerce, our 
area development groups, and our 
planning commission are not going 
all-out to prepare for this future 
they are dragging their feet. We 
should be coordinating our efforts 
to assure the right use of the result-

IKE PROVES OUT POINT 
It was said when President Eisen­ 
hower was running for office the 
first time that he would bring a 
powerful international influence to 
the White House and that he could 
effect major gains by traveling to 
foreign nations where he is admired 
and is well known. 
With one year of his term left to 
run, his second term, he finally 
has got around to making that trip. 
And everything that was said about 
his popularity is being proved by the 
admiring throngs which greet him. 
But to what effect? He will not be 
around to follow up his gain. And he 
has no one with him on the trip who 
can follow up his conversations ef­ 
fectively. 
All of the cheering throngs you 
can herd together do not settle in­ 
ternational problems. They may lend 
the atmosphere and prove support, 
but what really counts is what is said 
by the leaders in private and what is 
done by those leaders as the result 
of such conversations. 
At least two, and maybe three, 
previous Presidents have been crit­ 
icized because they had conversa­ 
tions with foreign officials with only 
small groups attending them. We 
now have a man doing it almost 
alone. The opposition party is not 
represented at all, and the best state 
man with him is about to retire from 
public office. 
We doubt if peace can be assured 
in the actions possible in a few 
months. About all we can see shap­ 
ing up in the weeks ahead is aback- 
ground for Republican politics in 
the coming election. 
And that is too bad, because we 
may differ and battle over our many- 
domestic issues, but the foreign pol­ 
icy should be bi-partisan and as 
much out of politics as possible. This 
las not been helped by the solo trip 
to charm theNear East’s population. 
We are pleased that our President 
is so well liked in many controver­ 
sial areas, but we are not pleased 
with short-range view taken by the 
participants and their very tardy 
execution of the peace venture.

TV-RADIO CLEAN-UP 
The yawns are beginning to appear 
on the public face as television 
and radio investigations continue to 
drag on in Washington. The press 
is showing far less interest in the 
Washington hearings, In fact, after 
the first two days the number of 
reporters attending the hearings 
dropped from over a hundred to the 
representatives of the main wire 
services and a few specialty writers. 
The public is well aware of the 
rigged quizzes and certainly is naive 
if it is surprised that disc jockeys 
were paid to push some records. 
The public constantly hears and sees 
in ail of the various media of com­ 
munication free plugs for numerous 
products. 
The same public has been scream­ 
ing at the ringside of professional 
wrestling matches and has been 
tuning them into their living room. 
Nothing is more phony than a so­ 
called professional wrestling match. 
There are few radio announcers 
who do not provide free plugs to 
various products, distributors, or 
promotional efforts on numerous 
occasions. And the newspapers are 
well sprinkled with successful ef­ 
forts to gain free space. 


SOLUTIONS 
There are many solutions avail­ 
able for study, ranging from com­ 
plete government control to pay 
television. Though we believe that 
pay television should be given a 
trial so that the public may make a 
choice, we do not believe it is the 
entire answer to the misuse of the 
industry. There still would be room 
fo r under-the-table pay-offs in 
subtle, and many not so subtle, 
ways. 
We believe the television and 
radio problem is basically one of 
control and influence, lf you can 
find ways of minimizing the power 
of those who provide the money 
which makes these forms of com­ 
munication practical| freedom as 
we choose to think of it can con­ 
tinue on the air. 
We hesitate to point to the press 
and magazines as prime examples 
of what can be done to correct the 
situation, but they can be used as 
measures for basic steps that must 
be taken if private freedom in broad­ 
casting is to be continued They 
provide the potential answer, and 
the right federal laws teamed with 
the best of public opinion might 
make it work. 
* 
OUR SLANT 
We believe that television and 
radio have been treated as mediums 
through which manufacturers may 
reach potential buyers. The ad­ 
vertiser has been in full control# 
and because the public has looked 
at both radio and television as 
airwave playgrounds, whatever has 
been dreamed up by those fighting 
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for attention has been accepted 
We have failed to separate our 
communication service from our 
advertising facility. We have over­ 
looked the basic character of both 
radio and television. 
And this is where the possible 
parallel with newspapers andmaga 
zines can serve as a guide to cor­ 
rective action. Though many poor 
examples may be found on your 
news stands, the framework is there 
for all of us to rightly apply. 
When television and radio gain 
enough backbone to run their own 
business, major improvements wil 
result. 
When they treat their air 
time as a communication service anc 
sell it as such they will be their 
own boss. The advertiser will not ^ 
dictate. 
Newspapers do not sell their vari­ 
ous columns to sponsors. They sell 
only space, and unless an adver­ 
tiser wants to pay for preferred 
consideration no well organized and 
practical publisher will concede to 
demands for special position. 
Ads are not sold as sponsors of 
columns or features by various 
writers. Space is sold And if a 
page must be made up to serve the 
demands of an adverti ser who alway s 
wants to be placed in a certain 
spot there is an extra charge for the 
cost of complicating production. 
This is not to say that primetime 
should not be worth more money. 
Obviously it is, and for at least 
two 
reasons. 
Prime time has a 
larger 
listening 
audience, 
and 
scheduling an advertiser to a speci­ 
fic minute involves more planning 
and scheduling at increased cost to 
the station or network. 
But the broadcasters must become 
their own bosses. They must run 
their own shows. 
They have a major obligation as 
communication services and they 
must fulfill that obligation, even 
as (and we hope better) the press 
and magazine industries do. There 
must be a separation of communi­ 
cation from commercialism. 
* 
PRESSURE VS. FACTS 
A leading spokesman for the tele­ 
vision and radio industries presents 
our theme very nicely. He emphasi­ 
zes that the purpose of advertising 
is to pressure, influence, and selL 
The purpose of communication is 
to provide facts and to inform. 
There is a tremendous difference, 
but they must live side by side. 
While so living they must be com­ 
pletely separated so that the pres­ 
suring character of one does not 
influence the objective work of the 
other. 
That is why we say the press 
has the right framework for team­ 
ing the two. The press may not 
always succeed, as we have pointed 
out on numerous occasions, but it 
has the means. 
As television (and radio) is op­ 
erated today, it lacks this separa­ 
tion. 
And as long as advertising 
dollars are required to finance com­ 
munication media the lamb and the 
lion will find it a difficult task. 
But if the framework is there the 
public will be given an easier way 
of judging, That which has stepped 
over the line will be more plainly 
seen. 
*

There is another simple solution.

On the day of Eisenhower’ s arrival 
Nehru in Parliam ent seemed to his 
critics to come nearer to facing up 
to the threat of an aggressive China 
than he has done at any time. He 
said, in effect, that the two great 
Asian powers — China and India 
were in opposition and this fact of 
life would have to be taken into 
account for an indefinite future as 
India rapidly built up its strength, 
both m ilitary and industrial Anc 
then welcoming the President o 
the United States he could say to 
his critics, here, gentlemen, is the 
proof of the wisdom of my policy 
of peace — the presence of this 
pilgrim who has come so far in 
his own search for peace. 


When Eisenhower invitedK hrush- 
chev to Washington he underwrote 
the new conviction with whichNehru 
has fortified his belief that war 
and even preparation for war can 
be avoided so that India w ill have 
an opportunity to build up her pro­ 
duction and living standards. The 
heart of this conviction is that Rus­ 
sia is opposed to China’ s present

Eisenhower’ s personal stake in 
his encounter with India is obvious­ 
ly his place in history.

CURRICULUM OUTLINED 
A short address by H enry Powell, 
principal, outlined for the board 
members the curriculum of the 
Beaty J r . High School. 
He pointed out that the juniorhigh 
school is an exploratory school for 
the adolescence age group and not 
a terminal school such as the high 
school. "W e make them ready to 
make decisions when they reach the 
high school level", he stated. 
Mr. Powell covered a four-point 
program, dealing mainly with the 
new seventh graders, as he outlined 
the 
school’ s 
curriculum. 
These 
points were Orientation, Scheduling 
of Students in C lasses, Guidance, 
and Recognition of Individual Differ­ 


ences. 
In touching on the latter category, 
Mr. 
Powell explained briefly the 
program now in operation at Beaty 
by which students are placed in three 
groups - - A, B o r C (aboveaverage, 
average, below average). By doing 
this the students are instructed on 
their own level. The ability group­ 
ing is based on IQ tests, teacher 
opinion, ability tests, etc. 
The principal also mentioned that 
the school has been teaching ad­ 
vanced mathematic s —algebra in the 
eighth grade and geometry in the 
ninth year. Next year the schoo 
hopes to offer foreign languages. 
In closing he stated that a com­ 
prehensive 
school offers a good 
course for the gifted student, a good 
course for the slow learner, and a 
well-balanced 
program 
including 
such activities as music, art, shop, 
etc. Also, the necessary teaching 
equipment and good teachers to go 
with the program.

Youth

Smut via the m ails used to be in 
e sam e category as the w eather: 
verybody talked about it. Period. 
But the last session of C ongress 
eefed up the 1956 law that perm its 
e Post Office Departm ent to im - 
ound m ail addressed to a person 
uspected of sending out obscene 
atter. A C ongressional subcom - 
ittee is holding hearings around 
ie country on the $500,00X3,000 
om ography racket. 
In Indiana, Gov. Harold W. Hand- 
ey is behind a state-w ide campaign 
o get " tra sh litera tu re ” off the 
ewsstands. The governor is acti- 
ated by surveys showing that juve- 
iile delinquency drops when smut 
iisappears from the stands. 
And finally, P ostm aster General 
Summerfield has just appointed a 
lational com m ittee to advise him anc 
lid him in his war on the sale anc 
iistribution of smut via the m ails to 
;hildren — a racket so loathsom e, 
=o sickening as to demand a punish- 
lent that adequately fits so shocking 
crim e against kids. 
Under the new law, 10-year prison 
entences have been m eted out to 
nen and women who would d eliber­ 


ately debase children with pornog­ 
raphy. Sentences of from three-to - 
five years are now general. T his is 
surely a step in the right direction. 
But I am still not convinced that 
a touch of the lash in such cases 
wouldn’t be salutary, too. The kind 
of men and women who engage in the 
revolting spread of com m ercialized 
pornography among children are 
them selves so beyond the pale of 
decency, so base that they cannot be 
treated as ordinary crim inals. 


F o r years, J. Edgar Hoover, local 
police authorities, judges, and youth 
experts have pointed to obscene lit­ 
erature, 
flooding the m ails and 
new sstands, as a prim e cause of 
juvenile delinquency and sex crim es. 
M r. Hoover has described this 
traffic in obscenity directed at the 
young 
as 
"A m erica s 
u g l i e s t 
rack et.” That is no hyperbole. The 
m oral hyenas involved in such a 
business deserve neither sympathy 
nor regard of any kind from their 
fellow m en. What they deal in is 
spiritual poison aim ed at the d e­ 
bauchery of young people and b o r­ 
d er-lin e adults. 
It will be interesting to see what 
advice o r help M r. Sum m erfield ex ­ 
pects from his com m ittee of distin­ 
guished citizens. The case of com ­ 
m ercialized smut is c le a rc u t.T here 
is no border line here to confuse the 
issu e.

12-year-age level, the charge con­ 
tinually thrown at Hollywood. I find 
"L ady C h a tte ry ” too dull to get past 
page 50. But if there are other adults 
who want to read it, that’s their bus­ 
in ess. The problem of the govern­ 
m ent is to keep sm ut out of the m ails 
and of parents to keep adult lite r­ 
atu re where it belongs.

were less than last year’s start. 
But the buck kill ratio was better 
and the bucks were larger. They 
also had better racks. 
In the northwest where we had 
snow the normal number of hunters 
were out and got the usual number 
of bucks. The Commission reports 
that more than usual hunted in the 
farm areas of the northwest this 
year, accounting for the larger ani­ 
m als and bigger racks. 
The usual amount of illegal ac­ 
tivities was evident and violators 
were arrested for night hunting, 
killing three bears, using buckshot, 
and the use of resident licenses by 
non-residents. 
How much of this information 
will agree with area observers we 
are not sure, but from the com­ 
m ents we have heard there still is 
a scarcity of trophy antlers and the 
bucks were not prolific in the big 
timber. We advised the hunters to 
go north into the farm country and 
we are not surprised if some fine 
animals were brought down in sec­ 
tions where they are well fed. It 
requires good feeding to make meat, 
and the right proportion of food to 
provide antlers. This is most apt 
to happen where the farm er pro­ 
vides some of the diet.

what he wanted. What’s wrong with 
making the custom ers happy and 
the herd healthier? 
And that about winds it up until 
the day after C hristm as when you 
can hunt rabbits again. Both cotton­ 
tails and hares will be legal game 
from December 26 to January 2. 
Otherwise it now is for the tr a pa­ 
pers and those who enjoy fishing 
in the cold . . . and through the 
ice if we get some.

HO W W IL L IT C O M P A R E 
Always at this tim e of year we 
wonder how the deer kill compares 
with other seasons. Two years ago 
we had the record buck kill 49,254. 
And last year wasn't bad, 46,738, 
which we believe was about the 
third best in state history. 
On the doe side we have some 
big years to beat, but there have 
been too many closed seasons to 
c r e a t e a com parative a v e r a g e . 
Back in 1938 the hunters shot 171, 
662 antlerless deer, but there was 
no buck season. Previous to that, 
in 1931, they shot 70,255. 
Last 
year the doe figure was 65,187. 
The biggest total kill was in^ 
1940 when 40,995 bucks and 145, 
580 antlerless animals were brought 
in for a total of 186,57 5. The doe 
kill of 1938 mentioned above was 
second best, and in 1949 the total 
was 130,723. 
The total kill for the past two 
years has been ll 1,925 for 1958 and 
105,116 for 1957. 
Weather per­ 
mitting the figures probably will 
run close to these for 1959.
